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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: In the claims please cancel 
claims 19-21 and amend claim 64 as follows: 

64. (currently amended) An electrode for a secondary electrochemical cell, the 
electrode comprising a substrate and a layer of nanostructured framework material 
which adheres to the substrate, the framework material being in the form of an 
amorphous nanofilm of substantially pure silicon-germanium material having a purity of 
greater than about 90% of formula Si(i- z )Ge z , wherein z is from 0.25 to 0.75 and 
wherein the electrode is the anode of a secondary electrochemical cell comprising an 
anode, a cathode and an electrolyte, the framework material of the electrode being 
disposed to allow interaction with the electrolyte. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or fairly suggest an anode comprising substantially pure 
silicon-germanium having a purity of greater than about 90% of the general formula as 
recited in claim 64 nor does it teach an alloy of silicon-germanium material of the 
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general formula as recited in claim 66. The closest prior art reference U.S. 
2003/0013019 to Barker teaches active materials that contain Silicon and Germanium 
with an atomic ratio of 0.5, however the silicon and germanium are bonded with other 
elements such as oxygen and halides. There is no disclosure in Barker that the purity 
of the silicon-germanium material is greater than about 90% or that the material is an 
alloy. There is also no motivation in the prior art to modify the prior art to make the 
instantly claimed invention. A Non-Patent Literature article titled "Preparation of 
Li 4 . 4 GexSii-x alloys by mechanical milling process and their properties as anode 
materials in all-solid-state lithium batteries" does teach the instantly claimed invention, 
however the reference does not qualify as prior art since it was published 4 months after 
the filing date of the instant application.
